Yugoslavia‘s disgruntled, itchy-footed pro- 
fessionals gathered all their wits and skills for 
one supreme effort against Spain to ensure their 
qualification for the World Cup finals. 


TO SUCCESS 


‘The result was a comfort- 
able 1-0 win (could) have 
been 3-0) and a sparkling 
display which deeply im- 
pressed many critics. 

Said England’s Malcolm 
Allison after the match: 
“This Yugoslavia is quite 
capable of pulling one of 
the Cup's biggest surprises. 
I think they can even win 
the damned thing.” 

‘The Yugoslavs themselves 
are more cautious; mainly 
because they happen to 
know their own players 
better than Allison. 

They know, for example, 
that more than half the 
team that outclassed Spain 
in Frankfurt on February 
13. are involved in deep 
negotiations 
and French clubs to secure 
their future after the World 


Sap. 

‘That, they claim, was the 
true motivation for the 
“Plavis” (blues) to rise to 
the occasion. 


FEUDS 


However, even this vital 
victory is unlikely to settle 
the déep-running feuds 
among the leaders of Yugo- 
slay. football. 

It all started a few months 
ago when a clique of in- 
fluential men — many of

them club coaches — staged 
2 palace revolution, de- 
manding that sole selector 
and manager Vujadin Bos- 
koy, surrender his privileged 
position and be absorbed in 
a larger committee. 

When the committee was 
duly, appointed, Boskoy re- 
signed, leaving nine men (!) 
in charge of the national 
team — exceeding even the 
bad old days in England 
when Winterbottom was 
shackled with a large selec- 
tion committee, 

However, the last 100 
days since the revolution 
have failed to produce an 
acceptable solution to this 
idiotic problem. 

Miljan Miljanic, the Red 
Star “manager (reportedly 
going to Benfica or Real 
Madrid soon) has become 
the front man of this name- 
jess, heterogenous com- 
mittee. 

But even the stern, tough 
Miljanic has failed in his 
attempt to achieve some 
orchestration. 

Split’s Lay hotel, where 
the committee held its last 
deliberations, was the scene 
of some almighty rows and 
the nine experts often came: 
within inches of blows.

At this stage the Yugoslav. 
Association has not yet 
decided who will be in 
charge of the team during 
the World Cup; surely they 
cannot cyen contemplate on 
continuing with the nine- 
men committee. 

Miljanic is the best bet 
— if the others allow him 
to work. He is the only one 
who has proved, with Red 
Star, that he brooks no 
nonsense from any of his 
players, even the stars. 

Quite a few of them 
actually need a strong hand 
to keep them within the 
accepted limits of discipline. 

Fullback Bogicevic, the 
clown of the team, often 
‘confuses practical jokes with 
irresponsibility; at the 
training camp he took over 
the wheels of the team’s bus 
and chased pedestrians — 
on, the footpath. 

The great Dzajic simul- 
ated injury in the last 
training match in order not 
to tisk real injury and miss 
the Frankfurt battle — 
where several German and 
French managers appeared 
purely to admire his talents. 

Goalkeeper Maric, an- 
other one certain to leave 
Yugoslavia after the Cup, 
has grown an Omar Sharif 


moustache — allegedly at 
the request of a foreign 
razor blade manufacturer 


with whom he is negotiating 
for_a contract .. . 
However, the majority of 
the players are blameless 
they gave all they had dur 
ing the preparations as well 
as in Frankfurt and, con- 
sidering their talents, could 
really do well in the finals. 
Should that be the case, 
its likely that those over 


Buljan, Katalinski, Oblak 
and Dzajic — will vanish 
from the Yugoslav scene. 

Due to the drastic re- 
organisation of the soccer 
set-up, the once mammoth 
earnings of players have 
dropped; its increasingly 
difficult to get even the 
customary under-the-counter 
bonuses to supplement ‘their 
incomes. 

This and no other reason 
has induced the present 
stars to seek their fame and 
fortune with foreign clubs, 


FORMIDABLE 


Just in case any of my 
Australian readers jump to 
the wrong conclusion, let 
me make something cle: 
Yugoslavia’s national team 
at present is a truly formid- 
able one. 

Tn Frankfurt they out- 
played and out-thought the 
Stereotyped Spaniards. Bul- 
jan and Oblak were quite 
brilliant as playmakers while 
Petkovic and Dzajic proved 
too elusive for the Spanish 
defence. 

After the match, former 
German manager Sepp 
Herberger said the Ywgo- 
slays should have won at 
Jeast 2-0.

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Franz Beckenbauer (pictured here, face to the 
camera with Gerd Muller and Tarcisio Burgnich in 
the sensational 1970 World Cup semifinal in Mexico) 
hag sounded a note of warning to his West German 
team-mates: “Don’t underestimate the Australians.” 


Beckenbauer, a close friend» of top FIFA coach 
Dettmar Cramer, who will joi Hertha Berlin in 
July, believes Cramer who has gone to great lengths 
to shake off West and Bast German complacency. 

Cramer, who knows Australian soccer inside-out, 
is convinced the Socceroos will not be trounced. in 
the World Cup, 

“Anyone who believes they are ‘rabbits’ has a 
shogk coming,” he warns. 

Beckenbauer has taken him to his word. 

The elegant Bayern Munchen halfback, “Ka‘ser 
Franz” to his legions of adoring fans, will’ take no 
chances. 

One of the best players in both the 1966 and 
1970 World Cups, when Germany came second and 
third respectively, he is determined to go one better 
this year.

Munich will 
love Haiti 


Munich is the home of the fairest and most 
affable sports spectators. 

This judgment was passed after the 1972 Olympic 
Games by the association of sports writers im the 
Federal Republic of Germany, and the organisation 
presented its annual “fair play trophy” to the city’s 
governing mayor, acting on behalf of all visitors to 
the Olympic Games, 

Indeed, Munich people set new standards then, 

The Bavarian metropole will be playing host to 
another sporting event of almost Olympic proportions 
in the early summer of 1974. 

Five matches in the World Cup, including the 
final and the duel for third place, will be played 
beneath the bizarre and controversial tented roof of 
the Olympic stadium. 

Will Munich people once again provide a gentle- 
manly setting? 

To be able to answer this, we must conduct a 
brief analysis of Munich soccer enthusiasts, whose 
first. reaction to the World Cup finals already is 
known — they're a little sour at the fact that, of 
the 75,000 tickets for the final game, only 10,200 
are earmarked for local people. 

‘The Munich soccer fan is sometimes “blue” and 
sometimes “red”, mainly the former, 

Tn simpler language, this means that he tries to 
divide his sympathies equitably between the redclad 
players of “FC Bayer”, the German champions, and 
the blue-jerseyed lads of “TSV 1860” the number 
two team, ! : 

Very often, the hearts of Munich's loyal soccer 
followers ache for the less fortunate, though more 
traditional “blues,” particularly when they show signs 
of aspiring to top position again. 

Last August, when “TSV 1860 Munich” played 
the team from neighboring Augsburg, the Olympic 
stadium was almost bursting at the seams, and police 
and first-aid men had their hands full. 

Munich fang are just too ready to make sacrifices 
for “TSV_ 1860”. 

This illustrates one Munich characteristic — the 
locals throw heart and soul into supporting the weaker 
side, 

And they are far from sparing with criticism 
of the teigning champions, 

When Munich football followers were expensive 
witnesses of Argentina's 3-2 victory over the German 
national team in the spring of 1973, they felt cheated 
— and showed it by booing the German players out 
of the arena. 

Team manager Helmut Schoen made no secret of 
his annoyance, and there were demands that the 
“eternal malcontents” of Munich should have no more 
international matches on their territory for the fore- 
seeable future. 

‘Anyone setting foot on the sacred turf beneath 
the tented arena roof this year should bear one 
thing in mind — performance and a leaning toward 
sentimental tradition-consciousness are supreme criteria 
for Munich people. 

Haiti, who play all their Group III matches 
there, will réceive tremendous support from the 
Bavarians. 

Italy, Poland and Argentina, they'll boo feroci- 
ously when they tackle the Central American under- 
dogs.
